City Adm inistrator Gene Wahlers 
today said the increase will bring 
the city $9,000 to $10,000 in increased 
state revenues annually. The new 
status will be certified for today, 
May 1,1973. 


In a statem ent to the City Council, 
W ahlers 
said 
the 
population 
increase “ reflects a decline in the 
vacancy 
factor 
for 
homes 
and 
apartm ents from 3.17 per cent to 
1.04 percent.’’ 


Increases 
in 
the 
number 
of 
requests for home utilities have 
been noted in recent months and 
dealers in real estate have called 
attention to the scarcity of home 
and apartm ent vacancies. 
A building departm ent official 
today also noted that Lompoc is in 
the m idst of the most sustained 
increase in building since the boom 
years of the early 1960s.

PG and E has asked the Federal 
Power Commission for a wholesale 
fuel cost adjustm ent of 25.6 per 
cent— a percentage that would up 
the cost of power provided to the 
city by $165,000 annually. Lompoc 
buys all its electric power from the 
utility company. 
In a report to the City Council, 
City Adm inistrator Gene Wahlers 
said 
the 
proposed 
alternatives 
“ range from the Santa Maria retail 
service area rate schedule which 
would 
bring 
in 
approximately 
$126,000 additional revenue at an 
average percentage increase of 7.9 
per cent, to the rate schedules for 
the Vandenberg Village - Mission

$194,000 
and 
require a 12.3 per cent increase (for 
the homeowner), to a schedule 
midway between the two service 
areas which would result in an 
approxim ate 10 per cent average 
retail rate increase and produce 
$158,000 in new revenue.’’ 
Wahlers said if a rate increase is 
not imposed on the user, to offset 
the threatened PG and E wholesale 
rate increase to the city, “ the 
estim ated fund balance of the city is 
anticipated to decline by about 
$124,000... by the end of the fiscal 
year on June 30,1974.

papers in offices of three top aides 
to President Nixon who resigned 
Monday in the W atergate case. 
Government spokesmen described 
it as an orderly procedural step that 
reflected in no way on those leaving 
But White House officials said the 
move was decided on at a high level 
meeting Monday after consultations 
between 
Elliot 
L 
Richardson, 
named by Nixon to take command of 
the W atergate investigation and to 
be new attorney general, and acting 
White House legal counsel Leonard 
Garment. 
“ The FBI is safeguarding the files 
so that a precise strict procedure is 
established regarding access and 
removal 
of 
any 
White 
House 
papers,’’ officials said. 
Nixon 
fired 
his 
White 
House 
counsel John W. Dean III Monday 
and accepted the resignations of his 
two most trusted aides, H. 
R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman. 
He also pledged in a televised 
speech to the nation “ there will be 
no whitewash in the White House’’ 
of the W atergate affair and ordered 
a 
f r e s h 
i n v e s t i g a t i o n 
of 
administration involvement in the 
burglary and bugging of Democratic 
headquarters. 
The Senate’s special com m ittee 
investigating 
Wa tergat e 
was 
summoned to m eet in a closed 
session 
W ednesday 
and 
the 
W atergate grand jury met late this 
morning to discuss their separate, 
future courses in looking into the 
scandal. 
There were renewed demands 
that Nixon see that an independent, 
special prosecutor from outside the 
adm inistration be named to conduct 
th e 
o v e r a l l 
g o v e r n m e n t 
investigation. Retired Sen. John J. 
Williams, R-Del., was mentioned on 
the Senate floor as a possible choice. 
Nixon said in his Monday night 
s p e e c h 
he 
had 
a u t h o r i z e d 
Richardson to appoint a special 
prosecutor 
if 
he 
felt 
it 
was 
necessary. 
The appearance of the FBI agents 
at the White House itself and at the 
adjacent Executive Office Building 
was the first overt manifestation of 
Nixon’s announced determination to 
get the full facts of the W atergate 
scandal. 
The 
agents, 
wearing 
visitors’ 
passes, were seen near the offices of 
Haldeman, Ehrlichman and Dean. 
Others 
were 
posted 
near 
the 
mailroom of the Executive Office 
Building. 
The White House said the FBI 
action was an “ orderly procedure to 
maintain presidential papers and in 
no way reflects on the integrity of 
the departing 
advisers 
—It’s 
a 


procedural step.’’ 
Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said, 
“ The 
purpose 
of 
this 
procedural step is to make sure all 
appropriate 
steps are taken 
to 
oversee all files.’’ He said the FBI 
was 
instructed 
to 
“physically 
protect the file,’ 
describing the 
move 
as 
“ a 
strict 
safeguard

p r o t e c t

documents.’’ 
Ziegler would not say why Secret 
Service 
agents or White House 
police were not used. 
Nixon appeared to be in a relaxed, 
smiling mood when he publicly 
welcomed West German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt to the White House late 
this morning. 
That

in contrast to the 
noticeable 
tenseness 
he

Monday night while delivering his

and 
then 
a pp e ar in g 
unannounced in the White House 
press room to tell newsmen, “ I hope 
you give me hell every time you 
think I’m wrong.’’ 


The President told the nation he 
accepted full responsibility for not 
recognizing

17 with the arrest of five men at 
Democratic national headquarters 
with bugging equipment in their 
possession.

R e p u b l i c a n s 
j o i n i n g 
Dem ocrats in agreeing that the 
W atergate scandal would continue 
as a m ajor issue in spite of Nixon’s 
decision to remove three top White 
House aides, senators passed by 
voice vote the resolution —which is 
not binding on Nixon —as proposed 
by a Republican, Sen. Charles H. 
Percy of Illinois. 
Under 
the 
resolution, 
the 
prosecutor would be subject to 
Senate confirmation. 
A sim ilar resolution was proposed 
in the House by Rep. John Anderson, 
R-I1L, who is chairman of the House 
Republican conference and is third- 
ranking in the GOP leadership in 
that chamber. 
Percy said in urging selection of a 
special prosecutor that “ W atergate 
is far worse than the Teapot Dome 
and the worst is yet to come.”

Insurance ads 


Kxactly how long he will maintain his efforts is 
questionable, hut it will be interesting to watch State 
Insurance Commissioner Gleeson L. Payne in his 
attempts to enforce some consumer protection on the 
Insurance industry. 
Only recently appointed to the job by Governor 
Reagan, he has come out of the chute with his spurs dug 
in to do just that It is a remarkable contrast to some ol 
his predecessors. Many of them seemed content to use 
their position, as the state’s regulator ol insurance 
practices, more for the benefit of the industry than the 
public. Payne is putting the public’s interest out in front 
That 
it 
has 
not 
always 
been 
that 
way 
is 
understandable The law requires that the Insurance 
Commissioner be appointed from the ranks of the 
insurance industry. Someone who has wide experience in 
the business. It may be that it does take someone like 
that to have the knowledge to regulate insurance but it 
has always smacked of putting the fox to guard the 
henhouse. 
Of course, since the law provides he must be, Payne 
too come from the insurance business. He was head of a 
large company. But his attacks on the industry would 
seem to confirm the idea that it does take someone with 
that background to do a good job, if you have the right 
guy. 
One 
of 
the 
things 
which 
has 
incensed 
the 
Commissioner is the exaggerated advertising which has 
been practiced by some companies selling hospital 
insurance. 
Noting that Californians have been flooded with 
glowing offers of hospital insurance through newspaper 
ads and direct mail circulars. Payne has taken aim at 
curbing the practice. 
He said many of the ads which offer high, long term 
benefits at low premiums often “ misdirect the reader’s 
attention in much the same manner as a good magician 
focuses all eyes on his left hand while the right hand 
stuffs a big rabbit into a small hat.” 
He blames this type of advertising on copywriters who 
are “ long on creative art but short on knowledge and 
responsibility." He said “ The senior management of 
insurers has the responsibility for curbing such 
irresponsible imagination.” 
Payne was particularly critical of ads which promise 
long term hospital benefits. “ After all," he stated, “ the 
average length of time a patient spends in a hospital is 
just seven days. It would be far more objective to 
identify the sum paid daily than to identify the larger 
amounts that few people collect.” 
He stressed buyers should beware of such phrases as 
“ tax free’, “ extra income,” “ extra pay” , and “ monthly 
income” . 
“ Some of the ads omit facts, fail to explain that 
policies are limited to certain specific types of disease or 
accidents, 
and 
fail 
to 
disclose 
that 
celebrity 
endorsement are made by those who have, an interest in 
the company or are paid for the use of their names.” he 
explained. 
Payne isn’t content to just warn the public of the 
deceptive advertising. He is drafting new regulations to 
stop it. He said the regulations are part of a program of 
the National Association fo Insurance Commissioners to 
limit advertising to “ nothing but the truth". 
Since more health insurance is sold in California than 
any other state, the question reamins as to whether the 
insurance companies can apply enough pressure to make 
Payne back off.

Saboteur possibility 
probed at Roseville 


RO SEVILLE (UPI) — The FB I and federal railroad 
officials today probed into the possibility a saboteur 
touched off a chain reaction explosion of a munitions train 
which damaged nearly 700 homes and left $10 million in 
destruction. 
“ It’s a possibility,” said William F. Black, chief of the 
Hazardous Material Branch of the Federal Railroad 
Administration, when asked if the weekend devastation 
could have been deliberately set off. 
“ If someone wanted to start fire to it he could have stuck 
the right kind of material up through the wooden floor of the 
boxcar,” Black told newsmen Monday. 
R.D. Spence, vice president in charge of Southern Pacif ic 
operations, said the small seal on the sliding door of a 
boxcar carrying the 250-pound bombs could have been 
easily removed. 
Spence declared, “ The seal can be cut and entry made if 
someone wants to. It is not difficult. We have to investigate 
every possibility.” 


Do tax proposals close loopholes? 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Congressional liberals are comp 
1 a i n i n g that the administration’s n e w tax proposals fail 
to close any existing tax “ loopholes” benefiting the rich. 
They said such loopholes allow corporations and the rich 
to escape paying $60 billion in taxes each year. 


Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz promised that the 
White House would consider any antiloophole proposals 
Congress can devise, but he refused to propose any on his 
own initiative. 


Shultz’s chief proposal—presented to Congress Monday— 
was to increase by a modest $800 million the taxes that are 
paid on income which benefits from preferential treatment 
in the tax code—loophole income.

Party boat 
information

Heavy swells and some fog set in over the weekend, and 
fishing was, to say the least, spotty! 
Party boats that ventured out as usual did well, with full 
sacks. But as of last Friday everything was very quiet, and 
few boats went out. The salmon are beginning to show up a 
little better. A few were brought in, and the tally at Harbor 
Associates launching facility for three days was 19 boats 
bringing in 41 salmon. 
For the information of visiting anglers we append a list of 
party boats operating out of Avila and Port San Luis Pete’s 
Tackle Shop in Avila handles the big 60-foot islander." A 
modern and well equipped boat for albacore. salmon, and 
rock fishing, has sleeping accomodation for the long haul 
trips. 
The “ A.B.C.,” owned by John Wilson and handled thru 
French’s Tackle Shop This boat is an old timer and is good 
for both salmon and rockfishing. Has a reputation for 
customer service, peculiar to this area! Ladies who get 
their lines tangled are always helped, and do not get the 
oftimes hard looks of the boat crew, that goes with a 
woman fisherman! 
At Port San Luis there is a complete launching facility, 
for boats up to 20 feet. On the pier San Luis Sportfishing, 
operated by Skip Sato and family, run two large fast boats 
— the “ Marauder" and the “ Diablo," good for salmon, 
albacore and rock fishing. 
There is also a guided salmon fishing boat operated by 
Hank Adams of Atascadero, who may be contacted thru 
Harbor Associates for reservations. We may say, whilist on 
this subject, that reservations for fishing trips should be 
made well in advance to avoid disappointment. 
SEASON CHANGE 
We have the report from the DFG on the change in the 
silver salmon season, which by the way, only applies to 
commercial fishing. 
Emergency legislation that has delayed the opening of 
the commerical silver salmon season for one month, takes 
effect immediately. However, this in no way affects the 
king salmon season, which opened last week as scheduled. 
Under terms of the legislation. AB 385, the opener will be 
moved back to May 15 for two years, and to June 1 for the 
next two years, and the minimum length of silvers that may 
be taken will be lowered from 25 to 22 inches. The 
commerical season on silvers will continue to run through 
September 30. Also provided under the legislation is 
authority for the department to reinstitute the old 
regulations if the director determines the new rules are not 
working. 
The DFG has explained the free fishing license rule, that 
senior 
citizens 
must 
meet 
income 
and 
residence 
requirements to qualify for a free fishing license, 
regardless of a recent change in the law lowering the age at 
which men may qualify. 
“ We want to repeat that people meeting the 62 year 
minimum age requirement do not automatically qualify," 
said DFG License Chief Christopher. 
Income limits are $140 for single persons, and $280 
combined for married persons. A person also must have 
lived contimously in the state for five years. 
FRESH W ATER FISHING 
Saturday saw the opening of the general trout season. So 
far we have had no reports on the semi Arctic conditions 
that were expected to be experienced by dedicated anglers 
who sought the higher elevations to get their fish! About the 
only spots in San Luis Obispo County affected would be 
Lopez Creek. All lakes and reservoirs are open on an all- 
year basis, except that the limit in local lakes will raise to 
10 fish. 
Last week saw Lopez Creek, Lopez and Oceano Lagoon 
planted with catchable sized rainbow trout. 
Fishing has been good for both bass and trout in Lake 
Cachuma, but the DFG planting has stopped for the time 
being. The water is presumably getting too warm to sustain 
trout. Casitas Lake good on bass and catfish, some trout 
taken trolling. 
Lopez Lake reports fishing slow. It took a heavy angling 
pressure over the weekend, but with another few plantings 
should pick up. Lots of small bass and blue gill, also some 
nice crappie taken by shore anglers in the Wittenberg Arm 
area. We traversed the lake in a boat last week, without a 
nibble, and was the wind cold! 
One thing we did notice was what looked like a small 
golden carp caught. Also saw a large gold fish of sorts 
break water, and this does not look too good But from out 
conversation with DFG officials, there does not appear to 
be much that can be done. One other thing we would 
mention — Small bass are being caught in numbers, 
regardless of a bass limit, of five fish Seems as tho 
numbers do not count! About time a warden worked this 
lake over. Also we saw several cases of folks using two 
rods! 
In Santa Barbara County, Davey Brown, Manzana 
Creeks, and Santa Ynez River, were planted last week; and 
in Ventura County Matilija Piru, Santa Paula and Sespe 
Creeks, and north fork of the Ventura River were planted 
White bass have been transplanted from Nacimiento to 
the lower Colorado River, in a series of plants intended to 
establish a new sport fish in the Lower Colorado River. 
They were released in Ferguson Lake north of Imperial 
Dam There is every indication that this area is suitable for 
white bass, by reason of a record 5 pound. 5 ounce fish 
caught here last year, apparently one from a stocking made 
in 1969

The FBI 


Several months ago when L. Patrick 
Gray was before th e . U.S. Senate for 
confirmation as director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation many newspapers, 
including this one, expressed some doubt 
as to his fitness for the post. The greatest 
fear of most observers was the fact that 
Gray could aptly be described as a 
political crony of the President. These 
fears became founded last week as L. 
Patrick Gray resigned as acting director 
of the FBI, a post he has held since 
confirmation was denied. 
President Nixon has now appointed 
William 
Ruckelshaus, 
head 
of 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency, 
as 
acting head of the FBI. Ruckelshaus has 
admitted that he intends to stay in the 
position for a period of only two months 
and has no desire to seek the position 
permanently. 
We believe that the greatest crime 
investigative bureau in the country is 
jeopardized 
over 
this 
musical 
chair 
exercise. It is inconceivable to a great

many people why President Nixon has not 
been able to come up 
with a qualified 
leader 
for 
the 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Investigation. 
Certainly 
within 
the 
labyrinth of this great bureau there must 
be an individual completely dedicated to 
the purpose of the bureau and untarnished 
by political connection. Certainly within 
the Justice Department such a man can be 
found. 
Certainly 
in 
the great police 
departments of this country there is a 
qualified man. 


It has been many, many months now 
since the death of J. Edgar Hoover, the 
FBI’s only director. 
We believe that 
President Nixon seeks an FBI leader who 
will pledge allegiance not only to the FBI 
but to the President also, and this is 
wrong. The FBI must be led by a person 
pledged only to the objective pursuit of law 
enforcement 
with 
no 
allegiance 
to 
individuals or political affiliation. 
The FBI can only be weakened as days 
go by without such a leader. 


Is Nixon a fool? 


At Princeton University last week 
Professor Arthur Schlesinger Jr. 
pronounced on Nixon and Watergate 
before a large audience. It is this 
simple, he said. If Mr. Nixon knew 
ahead of time about Watergate, he 
is a rogue and (such was the

Cambridge, 
M assachusetts 
the 
better 
to 
penetrate

distinctions. 
On the assumption that we are 
driven 
to 
the 
second 
of 
Mr. 
Schlesinger’s alternatives by the 
simple act of rejecting the first, 
then Mr. Nixon is a fool. But what 
does that make Mr 
Schlesinger? 
Richard 
Nixon 
outwitted 
the 
Democratic Party first in 1968 and 
then in 1972, defeating the candidate 
of the Democratic Party whom 
Arthur Schlesinger went out of his 
way to anoint. 
In 
mid-summer 
of 
1972 
Mr. 
Schlesinger 
was predicting 
that 
George McGovern would win the 
election by a landslide. How would it 
have sounded, to a college audience, 
if 
one 
had 
said 
about 
Arthur 
Schlesinger that inasmuch as he is a 
trained 
historian 
and 
political 
observer, he was either a rogue (for 
flaking for McGovern even though 
he knew McGovern was trailing and 
would be defeated); or a fool, for so 
misreading the evidence. Surely 
charity 
would require that one 
meditate on alterna.ives, the most 
obviou.> of these be ng that Arthur 
Schlesinger 
was 
misled 
by 
enthusiasm 
and 
loyalty 
McGovern and McGovermsm, even 
as one supposes that Nixon was 
misled 
by 
his 
enthusiasm 
and 
loyalty for Nixomtes and Nixonism. 
It is strange how commonly it is 
assumed that the man at the top is

familiar with the least particular of 
the operation he heads. As a lowly 
publisher, I receive mail accusing 
me of invidious delinquency because 
someone 
receives 
his 
copy 
of 
National Review one week late. To 
be sure, Watergate was never a 
matter quite so detached from the 
proper concerns of the President, 
inasmuch as from the beginning one 
thing about Watergate was clear, 
namely 
that the operation was 
intended to benefit the re-election 
efforts of Richard Nixon. 
As such it caught the attention of 
Mr. Nixon who proceeded a) to 
order an investigation and b) to 
brush aside with entire confidence 
suggestions that his own aides and 
confidants were involved in any way 
— an altogether routine profession 
of faith in the men he had chosen to 
surround himself with. 
It is extraordinary that — thus far 
— Mr. Nixon should be thought to 
have behaved all that unusually. 
President 
Harry 
Truman 
was 
forever professing his confidence in 
the 
probity 
of 
some 
of 
the 
scoundrels who surrounded him. It 
never 
occurred 
to 
President 
Eisenhower 
to 
doubt 
Sherman 
Adams, or to Lyndon Johnson to 
suspect Walter Jenkins. Literature 
is crowded with husbands who were 
the last to discover their wives’ 
infidelity, with businessmen who 
were 
the 
last 
to discover 
the 
duplicities of their aides. King Lear 
was 
the 
last 
to 
discover 
the 
treachery of his own daughters, and 
Nicholas the Second the last man in 
Russia to discover that he had 
become unloved by his subjects. 
No, 
it 
should 
be 
phrased 
otherwise. Loyalty and fidelty can 
lead to foolish acts. But loyalty and 
fidelty are not the mark of the fool. 
But 
a 
President 
ought 
to 
be 
qualifiedly loyal Richard Nixon was 
not married to John Mitchell in the 
sense that John Mitchell is married 
to Martha Mitchell for better or ior 
worse. Nixon’s loyalty to Mitchell 
was always, and should always have 
been, contingent upon a level of 
performance 
Mitchell, 
after all 
worked not only for Nixon but for 
the American people. Nixon works 
for the American people 


The best way to view it, pending 
clarifications 
for 
better or 
for 
worse, is that Nixon was lax in 
taking the proper initiatives The 
proper initiative, in the Watergate 
case, 
would 
have 
been 
the 
appointm ent 
of 
an 
outside 
investigator. It might be added, in 
developing such a case against 


Nixon as can be developed in the 
light of what is now known, that he 
moved too slowly between March 20 
and April 17. It was on March 20 that 
James McCord wrote the epochal 
letter to Judge Sirica advising him 
that there had been pressure on the 
Watergate defendants to keep quiet. 
It would have been reassuring for 
those 
who 
believe 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
moral reflexes have become flabby 
if he had moved the very next day to 
question the whitewash we are told 
was given to him by John Dean, his 
own 
investigator, 
the

summer. 
That, at the present, is the case 
against Nixon. The case makes him 
neither a rogue nor a fool, however 
foolish his reliance on individual 
aides turned out to be 
Poor Mr. Nixon suffers not only 
from the excessive desire of his 
friends to please, but from the 
ravenous appetite of his enemies to 
harm.
